A Bad Man. 

Tht< authoritieb at Suiithland 
have received from Chief of Po 
lice Phil Diatach, of Cincinnati, 
photographs of Oharlae Culvar, 
now in jail et Bialthlaad oa tha 
chargaof belag oae of the eafa 
blowere who creeked the etrong 
box of Johnson Bros, at Lola, Liv 
ingston coitnty, last winter. The 
Cinutnuati authorities say Culver 
is a bad man. a aatire of Ohio and 
onca did aight yaare ia the Ohio 
penitentiary for some crime, and 
that he has l>een arrested times 
luimlMr by the (^uean City autbo- 
ritiaa whokaewhibi eeToei Wing 
alias Spotty Wing.

She left home nt 
noon to go to the milk, lipnug 
hoaee. Mot velaraing a aaarob ra- 
suited in finding her body, with 
the head l>eaten to a pulp, in a 
fence corner, fifteen yards from 
thB spring, oovared with laavas, 
and a larga bloody stona on bar 
head Thera were elgae of a des- 
perate struggle. 

The leading citizens met at the 
court hooee aeit moralag and of- 
fered $oOO reward for Mlaa Vick's 
murderer. The (Governor lias of- 
fered an additional reward of |.'>00 
Fiva bundrad man ara eaarohiug 
without raanlt; bouada oan aot 
get the trail. Tba oorouar.s ex- 
amination shows that the girl was 
outraged and then killed. Peuple 
for nilee atoaad ese leering thair 
bomaa to join in the saarob. Fri- 
day afternoon Marshall, wlio was 
accused of tbe murder of Zola 
Vick, waa found banging in a, barn 
aeer tha eoeaa of tha mordar. His 
body waa diaoovered by a farmer 
An in(|uest was held and the C(jr- 
onsr s jury returned a verdict of 
aniolda. A heel plate found on 
Marshall's sboaoorraapondad with 
marks founti at the spring where 
the girl was murdered, and the uf- 
fioars and oitiaans hava no d )ubl 
that ha wee the Bardarar. Mar. 
shall's body was burled immedi- 
ately after the inqaeet The ex- 
uitamant in Logan oounty has 
aboat eabeidad, and bosinasa of 
all kiada, whiob has baaa rirtoal- 
ly 8M8pende<l at Russellville since 
the murder, has raaumad its nor- 
mal course.

The thirty-sevaath annual 
sion of the Kentucky Sunday 
School Convsntion was hsld at 
HopkiuBrille leet week. Maaeored 
by foru.er convantions of the as- 
socirttion not over three hundred 
delegates were axpe<^ted, but tba 
attandauoa numbarad somathing 
like eeren hundred. It was oMee 
than twice as larga aa any Sunday 
School convention ever held in 
Kentucky, and was tha largeat aa- 
aambly of Boadqr eehoel workere 
avar gathsrad in tha Sooth. Tha 
fact tliat the numl)er of delegates 
was over doubla what it was last 
year ia aa uamietakaMe erideaoe 
of tha growth of Baadi^ eehool ia- 
terest throughout the state. The 
spirit of the convention, the earn- 
estness of the apaaksra, and tba 
regularity of the ett e ade a ee at ell 
the sessions batokanad that Kea* 
tucky is thoroughly alive to the 
importance of the Sunday sobool 
as the graataat moral agancy with 
tha yonag ia tha world. 

Every session of tba maetlag 
was replete with enthusiasm and 
valuable information. No cbnrcb 
initowa wee eMe to aeeomoMdate 
the dalagatas, and thoaa intiiee*ed 
in the work, and it Iwcame neces- 
sary to meet in the tat)eruacle, 
where the night sasaions wara at- 
tandad by frooi 8,000 to 4,000 pao- 
pla.

He wanted the feet back, he said, aa 
it seemed an invidious distinction to 
feed them on alcohol, wh. ii they 
couldn't appreciate it. nnd the rest 
nf hi- ean a.-s w a- aehing for a drink.

I didn't a-k 'One' to let im" keep it. 

"At any rate, Kennedy got his
